Were Australia to 
qualify for the Olym- 
pic soccer finals next 
year, any player who 
earned more than $5 
a week from soccer 
would have been in- 
eligible to play in 
Moscow. 


That's why the Aus- 
tralian Soccer Feder- 
ation withdrew from 
the Olympic Games last 
week. 


Taiwan. which was to have 
been Australia’s opponent in 
the Oceania qualifying round 
in Indonesia next month, now 
advances automatically to the 
main Asian round in Kuala 
Lumpur in October. 


This is sure to cause 
problems as some of the 
competing nations may 
not have diplomatic reiat- 
ions with Taiwan and may 
refuse to play if Taiwan 
Purports to represent 
China. 


The ASF decided to put the 
Australian Olympic Feder- 
ation (AOF) to the test when 
FIFA ruled recently that Aust- 
ralia and other Asian as well 
as African nations could field 
their full national teams in 
Olympic matches.

Fevre said: “The AOF told our 
coach, Rudi Gutendorf, they 
were not concerned with 
what the trend may be over- 
seas. They said the AOF set 
their own standards.” 


The ASF toyed with the 
notion of entering the Olym- 
pics with the young players

Here is what Callaghan has to 
say about the role of the mid- 
fielders, the providers of every- 
thing good (to their forwards) and 
the preventers of everything bad 
(assisting their defence}: 

A midfield player has, basically. 
to be nippy He is always involved 
with the play and players around 
him and he doesn't have much 
time or space. Those two com- 
modities are, indeed. a Juxury in 
midfield almost always one 
you cannot afford 

He's got to know how to tackle 
guickly and cleanly, and must 
always endeavour to have the ball 
in front of him. When he gets 
behind the ball he is then poised 
to sum up the situation in front by 
being aware of where his team- 
mates are positioned so that if 
and when he gains possession he 
knows exactly what he’s going to 
do with the bail 

A midfielder is a fetcher, a 
carrier, a provider, a destroyer 
Little wonder, therefore, that 
there is a saying in the game 
today that if you win the midfield 
you win the match. There can be 
no argument against that belief. 
The more possession 2 team hes 
in midfield. then the more passes 
are going through to the forwards. 
and that means more scoring 
chances This suppily-line to the 
strikers ts absolutely vital 

Endurance and stamina are 
pre-requisites for a midfielder, 
who has to be able to run for 
ninety minutes and. of course, 
blend that athletic ability with 
creative and defensive skills 
However, unlike goalkeepers, 
centre-backs and, to a certain ex 
tent strikers. the size of the mid 
field player is unimportant He can 
be 5 feet 3 inches or 6 feet 2 in- 
ches 

indeed. many of the great mid- 
field players have been of small ta 
average height The former Leeds 
pair. Billy Bremner and Johnny 
Giles. spring to mind immediately 
as a classic example of this, and 
Howard Kendall another mid 
fielder | have admired immensely. 
is no giant Giles, a cool, long 
passer of the ball and Bremner. 
more bustling and tigerish than 
his partner, have been the archi 
tects of many moves which would 
grace any coaching manual 

So why do men on the small 
side make such good midfielders? 
The answer. | feel. 1s simply that 
the smaller you are the more 
suited you are to Scurry in and out 
of situations that the midfield 
game requires 

Top-class midfield players, | be- 
lieve. are blessed with the abilities 
necessary to dothejob __ provid- 
mg opportunities for forwards, 
harrying opponents. winning the 
ball supporting the attack and 
helping the defence Players 
cannot be ‘manufactured’ to 
handle all these jobs they are 
born with the capabilities or they 
are not To play midfield. a player 
either has what it takes. or he 
hasnt 
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often as Prskalo who ammassed 380 First Division 
games in Yugoslavia 

Henderson does not get the chance to develop 
the defensive side of his game at Marconi, because 
Prskalo is the sweeper. 

There is a big danger here 

With the national team committed to at- 
tacking defenders such as Paul Degney, Jim 
Tansey, West Adelsides Vic Bozanic, plus an 
attacking midfield, there is a danger that the 
defence could crumble when.it is under sus- 
tained pressure. 


This sustained pressure is bound to come in 
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skalo, Boden or Cole, Watson or Palinkas, 
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The Koreans, Israel, !raq and some others will 
not be mere ten pins for Australia to knock over. 

An inexperienced Henderson in the key defen- 
sive role could be a fatal flaw 

Prskalo is a great covering player. with anticipa-

It was a disappointing debut for 
new coach Ray Richards — who 
was appointed official coach of 
Apia just 24 hours before the 
game. 

Apia took the field without 
their star import Rosario 
Rampanti who had a pulled 
muscle. 

The brilliance and clever pass- 
ing and touches of this man were 
sadly missed by Apia. 

The Maroons should have 
opened the scoring in the 5th 
minute when a header from Ken 
Reed hit the woodwork after Kim 
Wishart had dived the wrong way. 

Apia maintained the initiative 
but were struggling to create 
openings against a robust Bris- 
bane City back-four. 

Against the run of play City 
opened the scoring with a 
spectacular goal from John 
Coyne. 

Coyne hit a left foot drive which 
was unstoppable from just out- 
side the box — and young goal- 
keeper Greg Woodhouse did ex- 
tremely well to even touch the 
ball. 

The goal was what City needed 
to lift their game, as earlier on 
they appeared nervous and 
cautious. 

Apia fought back strongly look- 
ing for the equaliser but left them- 
selves vulnerable at the back and 
conceded a second goal late in 
the first half. 

Again Coyne had a hand in the 
goal. 

His cross from the right was 
smashed home by powerfully- 
built striker Barry Keslo. 

With just two minutes of the 
first half remaining, Apia had a 
glorious opportunity to pull one 
back.

Just two minutes after

Against St George last Satur- 
day Canberra City was far the 
more accomplished side but failed 
to convert innumerable chances 
into goals. 

After three consecutive defeats 
Canberra obviously wanted two 
points from the first game of the 
second round and against the 
bottom-placed team before their 
home fans they expected a win. 

Canberra's players were like 
the challenger in 2 title fight 
eager to ‘prove and make good. 
They were aggressive, tenacious 
and in taking the fight to St 
George mmediately took com- 
mand 

They never relinquished that 
command 

Early on skipper Roy Stark 
came close with a hard drive that 
went just over and soon after- 
wards Johnny Davies, Jimmy 
Cant and Terry Byrne tried shots 
it was all Canberra. 

Such was their command of 
the midfield that they were moun- 
ting attack after attack from great 
build-up work 

But that one pass too many or 
that tragic malaise of taking too 
long to control a ball and shoot 
cost Canberra dearly It wasn't 
until the 38th minute that the bat- 
tered St George finally saw them- 
selves with a deficit. 

And even then goalkeeper Mike 
Fraser — the busiest man on the 
park — gave City a gift goal 

Stark hau floated a cross from 
the nght flank and Fraser ap- 
peared to have taken a magnifi- 
cent Rules-type mark, but as he 
hit the ground the ball popped 
from his hands right to Canberra's 
Striker Terry Byme standing just a 
metre or so from the goat-line

St George with Son fine 
players as Phi} O'Connor out in- 
jured and Brendan Grosse on the 
sideline had no answer to 
Canberra's midfield contro! and 
found their goalmouth peppered 
with high balls, square balls or 
through passes. 

Davies, lan Callaghan, Stark 
and Jimmy Cant all acted as addi- 
tional forwards to grab the second 
and put the game beyond doubt. 

It didn't come at the interval — 
in fact in the second period 
Canberra fell away. Perhaps it 
came from frustration. but what- 
ever the reason St George began 
to make more headway. 

Canberra's coach Vic Fernan- 
dez switched new signing Donald 
McLaren 19. for Ivan Gruicic at 
the halway mark and the young- 
ster looked a good prospect — but 
he's not the speedy forward City 
needs to cure its ills. 

Full marks to St George for sti- 
cking to their job and showing 
how dangerous a team able to 
convert blanket defence into 
rapid-fire attacks can be.

The local team welcomed the 
return of Bill Summerscales, Gra- 
heme Heys, and Joe Senkalski re- 
turning from injury. New recruit 
Kevan Keelan made his first ap- 
Pearance in front of the local 
crowd. 


Playing in the central striker 
position Keelan showed that he 
does not have ta be begged to 
have a shot at goal and cértainly 
knows where the goals are. 


With so many shot-shy strikers 
around this must certainly be a 
decided plus in his game. New- 
castle played some wonderful 
football during the game and the 
inclusion of Joe Senkalski in the

Violence: 
appeal 
for points 


Brisbane City has ap- 
pealed to the Philips 
League against the two 
points West Adelaide 
collected for its 2-1 win 
over City at Hindmarsh | 
Stadium on June 17. 

City claim their leading . 
goalscorer Kevin Low was at~- 
tacked in the players’ race at 
halftime when the -Brisbane 
side led 1-0. by a West Adel- 
aide player. 

Low was allegedly kicked in 
the groin by the West Adelaide 
player and had to receive emer- 
gency treatment from the St 
John Ambulance and at one 
stage it appeared that oxygen 
may have been recuired. 

City president, Mr. Gino 
Merlo said he was appealing 
against the two points awarded 
to West Adelaide under rule 8 
{C}) of the rules of the com- 
petition 

In his extensive report. Mr. 
Merlo said the match revealed 
“a sorry episode in the history 
of the sport which will be a 
serious setback to the game 
unless urgent action is taken to 
discipline the parties responsi- 
ble.” 

He added: “Little public con- 
fidence can be expected in a sit- 
uation where a team which is 
leading 1-0 at half time has its 
morale and its chances of per- 
forming destroyed by (a) - a vi- 
cious, unprovoked and disabling 
assault on one of the team's 
best players and leading 
goalscorers which prevented 
him from taking the field and (b) 
- the abject failure of the referee 
to control the match and the 
crowd, and in particular his fail- 
ure to take any action at all 
when a section of the crowd at- 
tacked the team's goalkeeper 


by throwing targe stones 
capable of causing him serious 
injury’. 


The Brisbane City report was 
accompanied by further reports 
from City officials who accom- 
panied the team to Adelaide, 
the employers of Kevin Low and 
Queensland Soccer Federation 
medical officer. Or. Keith Pear- 
son. 

Low's employers verified he 
was unfit for work the following 
day because of injury and Dr. 
Pearson confirmed the sevarity 
of the injury. “What sort of man 
would lower himself to attack 
another human being in this 
demeaning manner?” Mr. Mario 
said, 

Coach Nereo S&dftich said the 
team was further victimised by 
his inability to properly instruct 
the players at half time because 
of the turmoil. 

He said goalkeeper Kim 
Wishart complained to the ref- 
eree that spectators were 
throwing stones at him during 
the match, yet the referee took 
no action. 

There was further trouble 
after the match when City de- 
fender Peter Tokesi was alle- 
gedly attacked by a spectator as 
the players were leaving the 
field. 

Tokesi forced the spectator 
to retreat but last week under- 
went surgery for a severe facial 
injury. 

City are upset over the in- 
cidents, particularly after the 
club was plated on a bond earl- 
jer in the season for home 
crowd disturbances after a 
match against Sydney City. 

They claim West Adelaide 
should be penalised accord- 
ingly, as it also apparently failed 
to contro! the crowd sufficiently 
on June 17 

Low. did eventually take the 
field in the second half after re- 
ceiving treatment, but obviously 
played well below form because 
of the alleged assault 

Apart from the City report to 
the Philips League, Low is also 
believed to be taking civil action 


against the West Adelaide 
player concerned. — BRUCE

The club was non-existent from 
mid ‘66 till 1970.

Eastern Socer League (NES L)

Argentine national coach Cesar Menotti 
has signed a new four-year contract with the 
FA and will lead his country’s World Cup bid 


in Spain 1982. 


And while Menotti and the FA negotiated for months, a new star 
emerged who could weil lead Argentina's attempt to retain the World 


title 


Hes Diego Maradona, and 
Menotti has already included him 
in future national team plans 

“Maradona is the greatest 
player produced in Argentina for 
20 years. he said. “He's probably 
the greatest of all time apart from 
Di Stefano” 

The young superstar forward 
made a great impact during Ar- 
gentina’s recent European tour 

Back home, he’s been scoring 
plenty of goals for Argentinos Ju- 
niors, and fans are comparing him 
with Pele Not bad for an 18 year 
old! 

But Menotti's decision to 
accept the contract offered was 
long and drawn out 

Alfredo Cantilo. FA president at 
the time, whose organising and 
strong will contributed to the win- 
ning of the World Cup last year, 
flatly refused to increase the Ar- 
gentine FA’s offer to Menotti — 
which was quite some way below 
the asking price — because. he’s 
simply said, they could not afford 
it while Menotti. saying all 
along that he did not really want 
to leave Argentina. was receiving 
offers from home and abroad at 
the rate of about one every 48 
hours. Cantilo even offered to 
stand down from the presidency 
before his term was up in April 
rather than give in and eventually 
@ committee was formed under 
the Independiente club's presi- 
dent, Julio Grondona, to look into 
ways and means of keeping the 
coach on the FA pay-roll. 

A lot of figures were bandied 
bout before Menotti eventually 
agreed to sign another contract 
until December 31, 1982, at an 
annual fee of 70 million pesos 
(60.000 dollars), to be increased 
annually in accordance with the 
cost of living, pilus a six-million 
pesos monthly salary (5.000 dol- 
lars}, also to be upped every three 
months according to the C.0.L. 
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plus double the bonuses given fo 
players per point won or final 
position in any tournament. (The 
signing made Grondona the fa- 
vourite for the FA presidency and 
he was voted in without opposi- 
tion recently) 

Menotti then falked of Spain, 
1982 

‘The process will be the same 
as for the last World Cup. | want 
to reach 1982 with a great team, 
formed by the best players avail- 
able in top shape and! don't want 
to leave a stone untumed to get it 
This objective alone will keep me 
busy seven days a week. 10 to 12 
hours a day, talking to club 
coaches about promising players. 
watching teams al over the coun- 
try. supervising training and all 
the paper-work. Not a day must 
be lost as too much time has been 
wasted already.” he said 

“Last year's World Cup players 
will not have preference just be- 
Cause they won the title’. Menotti 
continued. “They will have pirority 
if they show they have maintained 
the same soccer ability and per- 
sonality Newcomers will have to 
show the same team spirit’. 

“! was criticised for trying out 
over 80 players fast time, but they 
all knew from the outset that they 
could have been eliminated with- 
out even having taken part Ina 
Practice game because some- 
times | can see from a simple con- 
versation whether a player will do 
or not | formed provincial and 
junior selections something 
which had never been done here 
before — but some of the players 
from these are world champions 
today. | will do the same thing 
again and | am not saying that | 
will leave out any players because 
they will be too old for the next 
World Cup.

During the last two months 
many clubs were in financial 
the best illustration is 
from Dordrecht 


FC Dordrecht are 19th in the 
Dutch second league; there is no 
lower position. Their attendances 
are a little over 1,000 a match, 
and this is a situation the club has 
been in for many years. 


Two seasons ago the directors, 
especially their chairman, Mr Dick 
Passchier {a well known Dutch 
television-star} had enough of 
that situation, and wanted to buy 
some good players to establish 
themselves in higher ranks 


They borrowed money and 
bought some players. One of 
them was Jan Kleinjan, a former 
Dutch international who played 
for Sparta Rotterdam and also in 
France 


But they gombled and lost. 


The results didn't improve very 
much and Kleinjan was too cid, 
too slow and injured too often to 
help FC Dordrecht to rise to the 
top. At the beginning of April, FC 
Dordrecht found themselves with 
a debt of about 225.000 pounds. 


One of the biggest creditors 
was their group of players who 
had not received their salaries 


. since the end of October tast year

promises made by the board that 
payment would scon be made 
But finally nobodv believed thar 


' domestic soccer in that country is far from healthy. 


professional football at FC Dor- 
drecht was a3 viable proposition. 
The players were training six 
times a week. but it was costing

So their interest in the club was 
not high and Dordrecht lost more 
and more matches. 


A bankruptcy seemed inevi- 
table in April but then a group of 
wealthy local citizens tried to save 
the club, and commenced actions 
to find money; mostly by talking 
to the creditors .. . and succead- 
ed. 


The debts of FC Dordrecht is 
Saved: but it is very unlikely that 
the club will still exist next year 
Susiness-men from Gorinchem, a 
town some miles from Dordrecht.

He had an 
outstanding match, and was 
especially good at picking up 
Partizan midfielders running 
forward. 

‘| select players to play in a 
team, and Picioane’s performance 
was great from that point of 
view ” 

Yet while Picioane has sacri- 
ficed playing his natural game for 
McKendry. who is grooming him 
as 8 potential Socceroo, what is 
the use? Picioane has not figured 
in any of Rudi Gutendorfs nation- 
al trials 

And what of Jim Tansey? He 
played a superb game against 
Partizan and was consistantly 
good in matches against Norwich 
City and Wisla Krakow, but still 
wasnt selected in Gutendorfs 
squad for Australias game 
against New Zealand. 

Tansey is probably the finest 
left back in Australia. 

Steve Kokoska is McKendry’s 
stopper, and eligible to play for 
Australia. but Gutendorf hes used 
Englishman Stuart Baxter in trial 
games 

There are other examples of 
such disjointed planning 

The blame rests with both 
parties and the whole situation is 
another stumbling block on the 
road to World Cup qualification 

The present situation has 
McKendry and Gutendor? fol- 
lowing different paths. The 
division ts such that Gutendorf 
has another coach as his as- 
sistant and “‘caretaker’’ of 
Molbourne-based players. 

I'm not taking sides on this 
matter, merely highlighting the 
situation that exists. How can we 
challenge the highly-organised 
South Koreans and the million 
aires of the Middle East this way?

The best defence in the Victorian State 
League will be faced by the best attack in this 
week’s important clash between Essendon 
Croatia and Frankston City at Olympic Park. 


” Frankston City, the shock leader of the State League, has 
scored 46 goals at an average of 2.50 a game to have the most 
lethal attack in the competition. 


But Essendon Croatia has con- 
ceded only 12 goals this season 
at an averge of 0.66 per game to 
have the meanest defence. 

The battle between these two 
departments will be of great im- 
portance as Frankston faces its 
last test in the form of the reig- 
ning champion - Croatia. If Frank- 
ston can put down the challenge 
of Croatia, it will have one foot in 
the door on the way to taking the 
title 

Many people have doubted 
Frankston’s ability, saying it will 
be only a matter of time before its 
bubble bursts. But a “Soccer Ac- 
tion” review of the State League 
shows Frankston to be the most 
consistant and entertaining team 
around this season. 

This conciusion comes from a 


_ glance at the composite ladder on 


this page. Notice Frankston has 


_. played 18 games for only two 


defeats and two draws. 

In the goalscoring stakes - 
which is directly proportional to 
entertainment value — Frankston 
is a clear leader with an average 
of 2.50 per game 

The composite ladder was 
compiled after taking into consid- 
eration all Ampol Cup, Dockerty 
Cup and championship games 
played this season. Because cup 
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competitions are knock out, some 
teams have played more games 
than others 

An important fact to remember 
when studying the ladder is that 
games decided on penalties have 
been counted as draws. Most will 
agree penalty showdowns are “hit 
and miss” so it would be unfair to 
count them as bone fide results. 

But back to the important State 
League clash at Olympic Park this 
Sunday. Frankston has already 
claimed the scalp of Preston 
Makedonia| and has a great 
chance of adding Croatia's. 

The factor that will decide 
Frankston’s chances is the per- 
formance of its defance. There's 
no ‘hiding that the centre of the 
City defence is suspect Altona. 
which had scored only 10 goals in 
nine games, managed to knock 
three past goalkeeper Frank Pe- 
tersen in the last round. 

Two rounds before that, 
Hakoah managed to score three 
with a forward line that had only 
Michael Loh as a dangerman. 

Clearly this ares is Frankston’s 
weakness, and Croatia has the 
players to exploit this — if they are 
used in the right positions! 

Ken Murphy MUST play up 
alongside Carl Gilder, and Tommy 
Cumming MUST return to the 
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right flank Coach Brian Edgeley 
experimented against Makedonia, 
but the moves didn't come off. 
Cumming’s workrate will cover 
the loss of Murphy from the mid- 
field. and beside Murphy moves 
around well on the forward line 
Gilder needs Murphy to take 
some pressure off him, as well as 
having someone to make use of 
his flick ons and dummy runs 
There's a good chance mid- 
fielder Keith Adams will be as- 
siigned the job of marking Eamon 
Bannon, the star Frankston quest 
player. This would be a good ploy, 
as Adams admirable defensive 
qualities and fighting spirit would 
be utilised 
John Gardiner would add tre- 
mendous creativeness to the mid- 
field. but it looks as though he will 
play sweeper. Still, here he will be 
a creative player, but it's sure that 
shrewd Frankston coach Freddy 
Bunce will give strikers Noel 
Mitten or Kevin Swinscoe the 
task of pressurising Gardiner to 
prevent him starting moves 


Howard Andrews had a good 
game against Makedonia and 
doesn't deserve to be left out. He 
may play at full back if Brian 
Edgley decides to jeave out Grant 
Smart or Ante Bilaver, both who 
had poor games fast round. 

For many seasons, Croatia 
hasn't lost two in a row. What's 
more. the team is most ferocious 
after a defeat Frankston found 
this out last year in what is an 
omen for this week's game. 

Frankston was sitting near the 
top. Croatia fost the previous 
week to Ringwood City, but 
bounced back to hammer Frank- 
ston 5-0!

Newcastle KB United will soon have the 
biggest soccer recruiting ground in Australia. 


This will be because of the club's close co-operation and 
productive relationship with the Northern NSW Soccer Feder- 
ation, which controls football at district and club level in the 
area north of Sydney That is a vast and virtually untapped 
Soccer space, but this sorry state of affairs is soon to be 
changed 

The Northern NSW Federation will, next season, form a 
Soccer League in which teams hundreds of miles apart will 
play. 

The Northern NSW Federation’s allotted district — granted at 
the formation of the NSW Soccer Federation in the big break- 
away in 1957 — begins at the Hawkesbury River, some 50 
miles from Sydney, and ends at the Queensland border. 

It takes in all points West and covers thousands of miles 
given scant attention by soccer authorities. 

Now the thriving Northern NSW Federation intends to right 
what has for so long been a greivous wrong. 

It has studied the position at great length, conducted feasibi- 
lity studies and reached the conclusion that Northern NSW, as 
apart from Newcastle and the South Maitland coalfields, is 
crying out loud and clear for Soccer and is ripe for properly 
organised competition. 

To test the feeling and the sincerity of officials of clubs in the 
more important centres, from geographical and financial con- 
siderations, plus ground facilities and a proven following, the 
Northern Federation called for nominations to its proposed 
State League. 

The response was overwhelming! 

Not only have top Newcastle and coalfields’ clubs sought 
acceptance, but clubs from the bigger North Coast areas and 
the New England districts are also clamoring for entry. 

Clubs with the proper credentials and based at Tamworth, 
Armidale, the Twin Towns (Tweed Heads-Coolangatta) on the 
fringe of the Gold Coast, Grafton and Coff's Harbour are after 
election while other Soccer-minded centres at Gunnedah and 
Glen Innes will, before the closing of nominations, make appli- 
cations. 

To the South of Newcastle, the strong Central Coast Club, 
which is said to have almost unlimited finance, is poised to 
become an important cog in the ambitious scheme. 

In Newcastle, strong clubs backed not only by rich soccer 
history but, in most instances, by strong social licenced clubs 
from Adamstown, West, Lake Macquarie, Wallsend and Edge- 
worth plan to gain entry. 

The problem facing the Northern Federation will not be to 
form a new State League but to ensure that it does not become 
too big and too unwieldy. The present proposal is to begin the 
competition with 10 clubs and to increase the number as the 
years advance and once the new League is consolidated. 

Each of the clubs with aspirations and ambitions has to 
meet exceedingly high standards and requirements, not the 
least of which is satisfactory coaching arrangements — not only 
for senior sides but for the wealth of junior talent in the areas. 
And all clubs which have submitted nominations have lodged 
such guarantees. 

It is surprising, and gratifying, that all of the clubs seeking 
places have already formed committees which include men of 
high standing in the business life of each centre, but not neces- 
sarily closely associated with Soccer. 

The master plan has, in some ways, been based on the State- 
wide competition started this year by the Queensland Soccer 
Federation. It has been so successful! that already clubs on the 
Sunshine Coast, to the North of Brisbane, and as far away from 
the capital as Maryborough and Mackay and in the far West at 
Mount Isa, have opened negotiations to be admitted next sea- 
son. 

Mr Alan Vessey. the Queensland Federation, Secretary, 
whose Soccer experience and knowledge is considerable, said 
this week that teams from country centres are already matching 
the strength of the top Brisbane teams. 

There is little doubt that teams in the Northern Federation 
League will seek, and achieve, similar prominence for clubs are 
approaching the task ahead with an already professional out- 
look. Their firt object is to seek, and put under contract, players 

of quality, not only in Australia but overseas, and to find and

engage properly qualified coaches with a record of success 
either in Australia or elsewhere. Expense will not be a handicap. 

And where does Newcastle KB United come into this 
scheme of things? 


For starters, its highly successful manager-coach, Alan Vest, 
who first came to Newcastle as the Northern NSW Federation's 
Director of Coaching will be chief advisor. He will, it is planned, 
visit all the new Soccer centres in the North and will co-ordi- 
nate coaching methods. Obviously, he will see many players 
but, even of greater importance, he will watch the great number 
of juniors. 

While the formation of the new League will be an important 
step in the advancement of the code in the huge area of the 
North of NSW, the long-term advantage will be in the promo- 
tion of junior football. 

Clubs seeking entry to the competition have satisfied the 
Northern Federation that they have strength and.depth in their 
junior grades. 

That represents a huge nursery for the progressive Newcastle 
KB United Club which will send its scouts far afield in never 
ceasing search for talent — preferably young. 

It is, of course, to its advantage to do so and therewards of 
the future seem limitless. !t m.ay be that it, before too many 
seasons pass, will help Australia’s coach, Rudi Gutendorf, 
achieve what he says is a cherished ambition — to produce a 
team of Australian-born players to match matters with the rest
